It was by the 
combination of these two marvellous qualifications 
that he acquired euch supreme influence over his 
contemporaries, and elicited #0 much of the admi 
ration of mankind. Asan orator and as a moralist, 
Dr. Chalmers mast bold for ever a contpicuous 
place among the promoters of civilization and the 
practical benefactors of the hamen family. His 
greatness in that respect is undoubted and perme- 
nent. Nor were the efforts of this extraordinary 
man restricted within the limits of oral tuition as 
an ethical and metaphysical writer he has assumed 
a bright and enviable position. His literary com 
positions are an effect lly of a deel y 





studies in France. When the American Colonies
